people are daily ſeduced, infected and peruerted 
by Iefuites,Seninaries & other runnzgate Pricits 
the miniſters of Antichriſt, wherwirth che Couns 
try doth {warme, and hauc ſo-mighrily preuailed, 
chatthey haue wrought a generall contempt, af- 
well againſt his Maicſtic himſelfe, as againſt his 
godly proceedings.

Some doe ſay that he ſhould be a Jewe, of che tribe 
of Daz, and ſome would haneit that hee ſhould bee 
borne in Babylen, ſome that he ſhould bee bred vp in 
Bethſ/aida and Corazim, (omethat he ſhould bee raiſed 
in Sy11a,fome that he ſhould be conceined of the mix- 
ture of man and woman in ſinne, becauſe Chrift was 
borne of a woman and conceiued by the holy Ghoſt, 
ſome fay that he ſhall be of an ill-fanoured perlonage, 
becavie iris written of Chriſt,comely and beautifull is be 
beyond the ſonnes of men: ſome (ay thathe ſhall preach 
ſome certaine yecres where Chrift preached,and that 
he (hall circumciſe him (elfe,8& ſay that he is Chrit, 
and the Mesſras that was promiſed to bee ſent for the 
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{aluation of the Jewes, ſome would perſwade that Maho- 
met was dAntiichrift,lome hold the like of Nera,fome (ay 
that he ſhould build vp the Citie of Hiersſalem, ſome 
that he ſhould ouerthrow Rome, ſome doe lay that hee 
ſhould bee borne of a Frire and a Nunyxe , and that he 
ſhould warke wonders, 8& make trees to grow with the 
rootes vpward,and then ſhould fly vp into heanen and 
fall downe and breake his necke: and rhere bee other 
ſome haueſaid,that he ſhall fight with the two witnel- 
les of Chriſt, Enech and Hely,and (hall kill them,and he 
bimſeife (hall finally be Jarne with lightning.

What it wat that deceiued the Iewes in the expeitation of 
Chriſt, 
7 > His was it that decciued the Tewes in the 
4 > knowledge of our {auiour Chriſt: for when ma 
22.42 had by his owne (inne drawne Gods wrath,& 
the decay of the whole world vpon his owne head , the 
almighty yet,of his wonderfull mercie and goodneſle, 
promiſed vnto Adam that Chri/? ſhould come & breake 
the (erpents head. This promile was delivered ouer 
trom hand to hand, and ſtill conueyed fromthe father 


rothe ſonne;ſolemnely declared to Abraham 1/arch 8& 
C 3 Jacob, 
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Jacob, committed as a pawne by Moſes tothe people of: 
1/raell,celebrated by Pauid in his plalmes and longs, re- 
nucdand continued from time to time by many excel- 
lent and worthy Prophets,which pointed out the time, 
the place,and the maner of his comming, &ſert downe 
plainly and exprefly his ſtock, his parentsand his birth 
many hundred yeatcs aforchand ,the ſcriptures are full 
and the Prophets doe make often mention of this pro- 
mile: old men and young men and all thepeople wai- 
red for the tulfilling chereof, cuery cie was bent vpon 
him,and euery heart attended and wiſhed for his com- 
ming: but when the fulnes ofthe rime was expired, & 
that he was come into the world indeede, they to who 
this promiſe was made, eventhoſe that had lo longed 
ard wiſhed for him,and made all their common talke 
of the hope of his comming, whenhecame they knew 
him not ; He came into the world and the worldknew him 
not, he came into his awne, and his owne recetued brm not : 
Licht came into the world and men loued darkeneſſe better 
then light : they reuiled himand faid, Behold a gluttor 
anda drinker of wine, a friend unto publicanes and ſinner s: 
they called hima fal'c Prophet and a ſeducer of the 
people, they perſecuted him , betrayed hum, ſcourged 
him and crucified him, 

Such was the receining of Chriſt : but this they did 
tohim through ignorance, for if ehey had knowne him, 
they would nothauec killed theLords annointed, nor 
hauec laid violent hands on the onely fonne of G Q 1), 
Bur what was now che miſtaking? verilynothing bur 
this, they looked for him atrer a carnall maner, and nor 
2ccording as the Scriptures hadteſtifiedof him, tor 

they 
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they could not imagine any likelyhoode that Chriſ/(by 
whom they thought all J/7:e/! (hould have beene fo 
renowned) ſhould be ſo bale and abieRa perlon inthe 
ſight of the world, but they looked that their Meſſias 
ſhould have come in triumph,tohaue contented their 
ambirion and pride: bit hee was promiſed to come in 
humilitie,and to humble him {elte even vnto death :

ted. - 
In the honour of thole Gods, Mrcss Aorippa edi- 
fied a Temple called Pantvicn, whercin theſe idols were 
altogether placed. | 

We do further reade,that atter the Romanes had 
ſubucrted the Citie of Teruſalem, it was thought good 
amongſt them, that a Picture ſhould be made in there- 
preſentation of Chriſt, becauſe he had there beene re« 
puted fora God(altaough a very ſimple one) and a 
very fewe there were at that time that didl ſo. eſteeme 
of him, yet being very loth that any God, great and 
ſmall ſhould eſcape them: but they would haue them 
allin Rome in this Temple of Panthion. The matter be. 
ing thus in queſtion, in the end they got vaderſtan- 
ding, that Chriſt in his dotine, would 2dmit of no 
more Gods but one, whereupon they thought him 
not a necefſaric or fit companion to bee brought to 
their Temple, where they had ſo many Gol!s, thar 
could ſtandaltogether,8& couldagree quietly amongſt 
themſelues, which they had chought he would never 
Have done if hee ſhould bcc once broughtamongſt 
them: they therefore refolucd thenſclues, thinking it 
not conuenient to meddle with him at all,thar would 
ſo much diſturbe their quict,and fo they left him, 

T<l me now , is not our holy fatherdirectly of this 
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humour, he cangree quictly with the Turkes and the 
Jewes, and they likewiſe with him, and hce can have 
his Mafſe in one Church, and they can viethcir Cere- 
monies in an other faſt by, all at one inſtant, and 2] 
within Rome: butlct any man come there thatſhould 
but offer to preach the Goſpcll of Chriſt purcly , and 


ſhould ſpeake againſt Idolatry, and the worſhipping of

that as in other matters, that the Pope hath well fur-
